Hitler is apparently 
determined to wage war upon the Russians 
to the last Finn. Failure to give the Finns 
sufficient air support can be explained in two 
ways. Either the Germans have not enough 
aeroplanes to divert sufficient force to Fin- 
land, or. what is more probable, Hitler is 
completely ealious and indiferent to what 
sappens mns so long as they con~ 
tribute towards the invasion of Russia, 

Finland, which suffered sufficiently during 
the war of 1939, and was commencing to get 
her economic system into some degree of 
‘order, was persuaded to throw in its Jot with 
Germany ostensibly for the purpose of re- 
covering the territory which had been lost 
to the Soviet. ‘The Germans appear to have 
assisted them fo the extent of the division 
which was passed through Sweden, but it 
now, seems that those men were sent fo live on 
the land: and that whatever supplies ‘went 
forward were not sufficient. Possibly that 
was due to the necessity for devoting more 
attention to forwarding war material rather | 
than food, and the result is that Finnish sup- 
plies, not 'yet up to the pre-1939 mark, have 
been’ depleted by the voracious appetites’ of 
the German soldiery, who are not to be ex~ 
ected to have much compunction about the 
Sufferings of the people who after all are 
their allies. 

What is happening in Finland has_oc- 
curred in every country which the Ger- 
mans have penetrated, ‘either forcibly, or 
with the consent of misguided governments. 
Tho Balkan nations, ‘whether occupied, by 
force or fraud, have been completely. des- 
polled, even those whose troops are actually 
Aghting.on the side of the Axis Powers. In 
the Ukraine, Germany, which has gutted 
Rumania, is gallantly fighting to the very last 
Rumanian, Tho case of Hungary s the same, 

julgaria whose er jerman 
divisions are being massed along the Turkish 
harder is in precisely the sams ent, 
Even Iran, while the Germans ‘were trying

‘much truth in the story. Firstly, it cannot. 
be believed that Russia would make peace 
with the Finns so long as. their country 
afforded Germany a base trom ‘which to 
attack Russia in the extreme north ; second- 
ly, It is not to be believed that the Finns are 
in’ any position to expel the Germans from 
their territory; and- thirdly, the Germans 
would not permit them to make peace any- 
how. It is a regrettable fact that the Finns, 
having entered into combination with ‘the 

jermans. have been as surely drawn within 
the scope of the Axis as has any other na- 
tion which has not done so so willingly. ‘Sha’

‘The 
precarious situation in the eastern Mediter- 
‘anean has been.completely changed and the 
British and Allied forces in that area are 
Sufficient to deal with any future menace 
which is to be expected. British and 
American material is: becoming available in 
fperensing, quantities and it may confidently 
al iat the weapons of victory are 
being produced at such a rate that the time 
when they will tip the balance against Ger- 
many may not be far distant. 

But there is still more than a, suspicion 
that the British are displaying too much 
complacency. That is regrettable, ‘True, 
there is much to be thankful for that Britain 
escaped the disaster of 1940 and has been 
able to build up her strength. There are, 
‘however. still stern days ahead when more 
blood, more sweat and more tears will have 
fo be shed before final victory is in sight. 
‘The enemy is still very strong even though 
his losses against Russia are so enormous, 
and the time has to come when the full 
Belts malght, wil ave to be brought into 

lay  agal im. inst that day every 
effort must be made to see that the armies 
‘and navies of democracy are so equipped and 
maintitined that, the issue shall never be in 
doubt. It is well to look back on past 
achievements. It is bad if that retrospect 
induces nothing but a complacent satisfaction. 
It will be good if it inspires everyone in. 
Britain and out of it to redoubled efforts.

‘The commentator goes 
on fo state, that France and Portugal wl 
eventually ‘be Incorporat new state, 
though he remains silent as. to what ist 
‘be done with Switzerland and Monaco, 
‘The “Popolo d'italia” is fooling itself and 
4s renders when jt announces the beliet that 
lecided upon one great 
“Axis-dominated state.” “There would Ye no 
such thing if it ever succeeded in. winning 
this war, ‘but merely ‘a German-dominated 
sate in which Haly Would amount avery 
‘sma indeed. It has already lost its 
independence. and would never be in a posi 
tion to regain it against a victorious Hitler, 
—fortunaisly a very unlikely figure. ‘That 
many Halians already fully realize and the 
Fecent appeal by’a party of Italians to Pre- 
sident Roosevelt to enter ‘the war and {ree 
their country is not an isolated instance of 
‘the realization by the Italians that they are 
already a subjugated ‘country. This” an= 
Rouncement of what occurred at the con 
ference is all part of the long anticipated 
plan in which Hitler would endeavour. (0 
resent the United States with un. fait 
accompli in the hope that America. would 
‘accept it and discontinue the ald ‘which she 
is ‘so effectively giving to the ‘European, 
democracies, 
areifeuttayls mith, the, idea of Hier 
Mussolini acting as flag desgners tha 
the imagination is tickled. ‘The design is not 
dificult to forecast. Centred would be the 
swastica and the fasces, and bordering them 
the colours of the various subjugated states, 
somewhat ke the arms. of the Inter- 
national Settlement. There “is ‘something 
{fascinating in the thought of Hitler the artst, 
—and what an artist!relaxing’ from the 
‘exercise of his wonderful military genius, and 
devoting ‘his attention to the more peaceful

‘Somewhere along the Soviet front Hitler with 
furrowed brow was probably wielding a

munieation in response (0 the agitation which 
has been proceeding in some quarters against 
the increase in school fees. It is a method 
which should-be adopted as often as possible, 
for if ever it were necessary to prevent the 
‘spread of misunderstanding it 1s Surely now, 
It is now made quite clear that the parents of 
‘every’ school ehilld was informed In, writing 
that"it was open to them to apply for bur 
saries if it was felt it would be a hardship 
{o have to meet the inereased fees. Applica 
ons numbering 322 were sent in, and that 
the consideration of the various ‘cases was 
fon a generous scale is evidenced by the fact 
that in 235 cases, roughly seventy per cent, 
of the applications, bursaries were granted 
Of a total enrollment in the municipal schools 
of 1,209 about twenty per eent, of the pupils 
are in receipt of assistance, exclusive of those 
provided for under the Hanbury ‘Trust. 

In addition to this, there is the system of 
discounts in the case of families sending more 
than one pupil to school. | According to the 
communiqué” issued by’ the Counell, the 
maximum fee for an individual child’ of a 
Settlement resident is $95.60, ‘That does not 
appear to be at all an unreasonable sum. 
Unfortunately to many that sul represents 
a formidable proportion of their monthly 
Incomes for not everyone has had increases 
in their salaries equivalent to the rise in 
the cost of living and the dwindling value 
of the dollar. Wath them there must bo 
very considerable sympathy, but in truth It 
hhas to be said that the Council. is doing all 
it can be expected to do in meeting thelr 
‘dimiculties. ‘There are reasons why they can- 
not do more, Foreign education is naturally 
more expensive than that of the Chinese or 
Japanese, and the Councit 1s already spend= 
ing’ more on foreign education in proportion 
to the pereentage of rates pald by the forelgn 
community than it Js spending upon Chinese 
‘and Japanese education. 

That, is an important fact which has to be 
borne in mind when considering this ques= 
ton, and the request that school fees for 
foreign children ‘should "be reduced {sin 
reality a demand that the Council should 
subsidize their education. ‘That, of course, 
the Council in justice to all communities in 
the International Settlement cannot possibly 
o, and its communiqué suggests that it has 
gone as far as it properly can in the relict 
ithas extended to so many cases. Undoubted~ 
ly hardships must continue to exist. Indeed 
this Journal is aware that they do, 1t would 
bbe more than a pity if because of the rising 
cost, of education foreign children were to be 
denied that tuition which is righttully thelrs. 
‘Some parents are already making great sacri 
fies in this connection, and, in those cases 
where the Counell is unable to do all thot 
should be done, it is suggested that the 
national societies might be induced to step 
in, Some of thom already pay for the main= 
tenance and education of noeessitous children, 
‘and it is possible that they. might be induced 
to extend the scope of their assistance, 

Only those in charge of the finances of 
these ‘societies understand exactly the size 
fof the burden they can carry in this respect, 
but it is urged that it should not be ime 
possible, even when there are already.

‘The most significant news of the week is 
the ‘report that an American ‘tanker has 
arrived at Vladivostok without any inter- 
ference from the Japanese.

Rep. Edward Taylor 


Denver, Sept. 5. 
Representative Edward, ‘Taylor, 





83, Chairman of the House Appro- 
tiations Committec, died here yes- 
ferday. 


‘Representative Taylor, a Democrat 
from Colorado, was the author | of 
‘Over 100. ‘Federal Jaws, two of the 
most important. of which are the 
‘Taylor Grazing Act and, the 640-acre 
stocke-raising homestead “law, by 
‘which 82,000,000 aeres of nearly bar 
zen land have gone into private 
Ownership and benetcial use—two of 
‘the greatest conservation laws ever 
enacted. 


Remarkable Distinctions 

Mr, Taylor had achieved, several 
oficial distinctions, "none of “which 
has ever been duplicated by anyone 
‘else during the United States con- 
gressional “history: 1. his successive 
Glections to the State Senate 12 years 
and to Congress 34 years; 2. besides 
holding ‘many "appointive , positions 
he had run for office at 22 general 
Glections and never had any opposle 
lon for “any, nomination “and, had 
never ‘been defeated; 3, all of his 
congressional service ‘had been after 
he Was 60 years of age. 

No-one else has ever been 
honoured; “intact, “of about "8,300 
members of the House of Represen- 
fatives since the frst session of the 
First Congress.on March 4, 1769, only 
four others hava ever béen lected

tie generally’ thought that this may lave been 
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|good rhetoric but not good sense. In fact 
Feading over the remarks which were felt 
{to be so startling that only a semi-independ- 
ent member of the Government could dare 
make them the chief feeling is that they 
fhave now become almost trite.

Had it really come 
to the point when a public official could as~ 
sert that the survival of Britain was neces-

‘It was sometime before any speeches quite 
as forthright as that of Mx, Bull's could 
made, ‘The, Presidential clectoral campaign 
wwas about to start and the public must not 
be'trightenea "too much. ‘Then came the 
Lease-Lend bill, based on the theory that the 
defence of certsin countries such as England 
‘md China ‘was valuable tothe defence of 
‘the United States, Mr. Bullite’s startling as- 
sertions that the U.S. had an interest in the 
War were heard more frequently and. ex- 
Plained at greater length. ‘Then on ‘March 
15, the President himself made a speech which 
went just as far as. Mir. Bullitt’, a speech 
{which tore the last shreds of neutrality trom 
the foreign policy of the country. What had 
Jonce been a. starlling sentiment gradually 
Became a common Place. Events ‘bore out 
the warnings. ‘The Axis powers drop 
their former caution and made it plain that 
they regarded the United States as a foc. By 
the time the draft ‘extension debate began 
the war was affecting the whole country, 
Even’ the isolationists could not deny’ that 
the country was in danger. They tried feeb- 
ly to maintain’ that the danger was due to 
the policy of the Président not to the policy 
of the Axis powers, but in the face of events 
thelr thesis wvas a dificult one to maintain. 

‘The change which was ‘brought about in 
the mental climate of “America ‘was not due 
fo any British publicity or da, Tt 
was not due toa. realization that Engiand 
Aftereall was quite a nice nation. Tt was due 
{o g reallzation that the U.S. was in danger 
and that the forces which menaced the US. 
‘were being kept in. check by British courage 
‘and British arms. Some of the deep thinkers 
‘might talle and write about the bonds of com- 
mon. idealism which held the two countries 
together, thelr love for such abstract things 
as the rule of law, the independence of small 
ations, or even. the Four’ Freedoms about 
Jwhich the President spoke frequently. But 
‘2 stronger ‘bond than ‘common idealism was 
Mutual enlightened selfishness, what the Pre- 
Sident called in his National Emergency 
fpeech of May 2, “hard headed realism.” 
Tt was the same kind of bond that Benjamin 
Franklin had in mind when he fold the Con- 
{inental Congress, "We must ali hang together 
og assuredly we! shall all hang separately” 
Hitler had written “Each country will imagine 
that ie alone will escape” But the United 
States began to show signs that Hitler was 
‘wrong. 




















It is of course possible that a more favour- 
able opinion of Great Britain may have had 


something to do with the change in. the | bur 


‘American attitude. “The'tales of the fortitude 
lof the ordinary people under air-raids, of 
courage of the Airmen ‘and the. Merchant 
seamen at any rate removed the argument 
that’ Britain. was a “decadent nation” from 
[the armory’ of the isolationist. But to suppose 
‘that a mere favourable opinion helped. the 
[United States to realize the common identity 
of interest between the two nations is putting 
the cart before the horse. When the US. 
Jor any other nation finds that it needs the 
help of a fellow nation from motives of hard 
headed ‘self-interest it very soon begins to 
Justify this cholee of necessity and find good 
and solid "reasons in’ favour of the nation 
which finds ‘itself on the same side of the 
barricades.
